WASHINGTON, August 23.— 
The railroad employee's commit- 
tee showed such marked signs 
of unrest today at the delay in 
the negotiations between Presi- 
dent Wilson and the railway 
executives that the leaders of 
the men were alarmed afd open- 
ly expressed fears of their abil- 
ity to hold ‘them much longer. 

An employees’ meeting this 
morning was-thrown into an up- 
roar by speeches of a minority 
which demanded immediate act- 
ion unless the roads accept’ the 
President's plan, but the lead- 
ers succeeded in adjourning it 
before any vote could be taken 
on any of the various proposals, 

They said. afterward that 
while ‘the pressure for im- 
mediate action came from a mi- 
nority it was strong, but they 
believed the majority would be 
willing to give the president a 
little more time, 

Some of the men urged that 
most of them go home, leaving 
the brotherhood heads with au- 
thority to call a strike if the 
railroads do not accept the 
president's plan. 

The meeting adjourney until 
10 o’elock tomorrow morning. 
Frequently shouts and applause 
were heard a block away from 
the hall. 

“Tt is our belief,’ one of the 
committeemen said, “that the 
railtoads are playing for time 
with the president just ae they 
have done with ds for many 
months, They are tiring us out 
all right and the men are get- 
ting disgusted.”
